THE CURTAIN FALLS 

On his way out the door, Erik Paulsen finds his soul

ongressman Erik Paulsen has 
not had the best of years. 

After holding his seat in 
Minneapolis’ western suburbs 
for five terms, the Eden Prai¬ 
rie Republican geared up for his midterm 
battle with Democrat Dean Phillips by 
vocally distancing himself from President 
Donald Trump. The reason: Trump had 
become anathema in the suburbs Paulsen 
represents. 

Yet his ruse of independence was sub¬ 
verted by his own voting record, which 
showed him voting with Trump 97 percent 
of the time. 

Paulsen tried to declare himself a lone, 
reasonable conservative—someone who 
would stand up to the president when it 
mattered, according to his folksy, canoe¬ 
paddling campaign ads. Voters weren’t 
buying, and Paulsen was crushed at the 
polls. 

Yet it’s now time to give credit where 
credit is due. Paulsen was one of the few 


House Republicans to stand against Trump 
on one of the president’s signature griev¬ 
ances: funding for a border wall. 

When the House passed a temporary 
funding bill allotting $5.7 billion for the 
wall, Paulsen was one of only eight Repub¬ 
licans to vote against it. 

Paulsen didn’t respond to interview 
requests, so it’s impossible to say what was 
on his mind. But the fact is, he has been 
against Trump’s wall for a long time—even 
while otherwise being ‘‘about as risk-averse 
a congressman you’ll find on Capitol Hill,” 
as MinnPost put it. 

Did putting his foot down ultimately 
matter? Yes and no. The bill still passed 
217 to 185. And his reward seems to be 
little more than resounding dismissal as 
a “RING” (Republican In Name Only) 
from the MAGA crowd. 

But even after voting for tax cuts that 
would raise the national debt by $1.5 tril¬ 
lion, refusing to hold a town hall meeting 
for six years, running his campaign mostly 


on corporate and out-of-state money, and 
his overall voting record—in which he 
attempted to defund the Minnesota AIDS 
project, ban same-sex marriage, create 
a 24-hour waiting period for abortions. 


and strip multiple environmental protec¬ 
tions—he stuck out his neck for this one 
humanitarian issue.

A smarter species has adapted 
to use handy tools like heated 
seats and H 3 njindai Elantras in 
battling the winter commute. As 
temperatures drop, this more developed 
genus strategically times the punching of 
remote starters, the hustle from house to 
pre-warmed car, shrewdly minimizing 
exposure to the elements. 

Meanwhile, my evolution stopped with 
the invention of the studded bike tire. 

As days shorten, I double the length of 
my morning routine, adding layer after 
layer to brace for the ride ahead. If you 
saw me on the road, you could argue 
that I’m evolving backward—gleefully 
shooting snot rockets with the tact of 
a prehistoric cave-dweller, my fleece- 
lined lobster-claw gloves transforming 
me into a strange breed of Upper Midwest 
crustacean.

This is when I first learned to hate 
winter.

Children scramble to col¬

The rare respectable snowfall is almost 
instantaneously reduced to a mucky slush 
that waits to engulf your pant leg when 
you step off the curb. Dreariest of all are 
those tepid days of 40-degree drizzle, 
indications of a meek winter that barely 
made an effort.

No, one reason I like winter is I get 
to spend much of it inside. For several 
months I have a retort for that tiresome 
parental voice telling me to go outside 
and play, and lean bask in the pleasures 
offered by antidotes to the cold.

Combining body 
heat. Burning things. And I look at the 
ice-embalmed branches stretching stiffly

A SLICE A DAY 

This guy ate 365 different pizzas last year in 
pursuit of the perfect slice 



P lato never ate a slice of pizza. 

He did, however, propose the 
Theory of Forms, which holds 
that physical objects are less real 
than their unchanging essences, 
of which the things themselves are only 
imitations. 

So, consider a slice of pizza. In fact, think 
of the perfect slice, whatever that means for 
you. Even this cheesy triangle can aspire to 
no more than imitation—imitation of the 
slice’s ideal form, which floats in the soupy 
morass of humanity’s collective unconscious. 
Ideals are to be strived for, as 3 miptotically 
approached, never attained. But as many 
non-philosophers could tell you: A good 
imitation can still be pretty damn delicious. 

Plato may not have been blessed with 
the opportunity to investigate the prac¬ 
tically limitless physical forms pizza has 
taken, dying as he did 15 centuries before 
the first humble pie emerged from some 
Dark Age oven. But one Minneapolis man 
spent 2018 conducting his own thorough 
investigation. 

Matt Gantz is a cyber risk consultant 
(and, full disclosure, a college acquaintance 
of this writer). Last year, he ate at least one 
slice per day, from a different pizza place 
each time, documenting every bite on Ins- 
tagram (@pizzas365). He’s eaten pizza in 
eight states, two countries—the U.S. and 
Norway—and Washington, DC. 

Along the way, Gantz rated each using 
a set of five ‘'sub-dimensions”: crust, top¬ 
pings, freshness, uniqueness, and price. 
Each criterion was assessed on a scale of one 
to five, and those ratings were aggregated 
into a single, definitive one-to-five rating. 

We caught up with Gantz in mid-Decem¬ 
ber, as he entered the home stretch of his 
saucy sojourn, to discuss his findings over a 
slice at St. Paul Italian food mecca Cossetta. 

He says he’d been considering some sort 
of pizza-related challenge for a few years. 
His first thought was to try eating pizza 
for 365 consecutive days, but that felt too 
easy. ‘T go to Punch Pizza three or four 
times a week,” Gantz says. “Or I get Papa 
John’s delivered. Those are pretty much 
my staples. So just increasing that by 40 
percent didn’t seem like enough of a chal¬ 
lenge.” Since his work finds him traveling, 
often four or more days a week, he added 
the different restaurants stipulation to keep 
things interesting. 

Gantz’s ratings, doled out in a comment 
beneath each photo, are a little subjective. 
He knows what he wants in a slice. The 
criteria are as follows: 


Crust: “What it comes down to is a crust 
that’s reasonably chewy but to some extent 
still has a little bit of crunch in it.” The 
crust must be structurally sound beneath 
the toppings, and knife and fork should 
never be necessary. 

Toppings: Ideally, you want a balanced 
cheese-to-sauce-to-ever54hing-else ratio; 
meats, if present, must be lean. “I’ve had 
some really garbage, fatty sausage this year, 
and it turns me off to the rest of the pizza.” 

Freshness: “Be fresh, to some extent at 
a low price, but you’ve got to find a bal¬ 
ance there.” 

Uniqueness: “I don’t want to see only 
classics, but I also don’t want to see only 
super crazy concoctions that nobod/s ever 
heard of., pepperoni pizza should still be 
on your list.” 

Price: Forby-the-slice, “It shouldn’t be 
a five- or six-dollar slice, it should be a 


three- or four-dollar slice.” For a whole 
pie, Gantz cited $30 as the absolute upper 
limit of reasonable. “It’s supposed to be 
something that is fairly accessible to nor¬ 
mal populations of people. It should be 
reasonably filling and reasonably tasty.” 

Gantz gravitates toward Neapolitan, New 
Haven, and New York-style pizzas, and he 
found L.A.’s pizza relatively unimpressive. 

How does Minnesota stack up? 

“It’s pretty solid,” Gantz says. “It’s better 
than most. I’ll say. Like Punch Pizza, obvi¬ 
ously a staple here, is one of my favorites for 
sure, and then there are a number of really 
great what I would t5q)ify as prominent 
pizza players in the area. 

“I always space on her name, but the 
woman who started Young Joni [Ann 
Kim], she also started Pizzeria Lola and 
Hello Pizza, all three of which are dif¬ 
ferent styles of pizza in different price 


ranges, and all phenomenal in their own 
regards.” 

Is there a slice from the year that stands 
out as the best? What about a perfect pie— 
has Gantz encountered one in his travels? 

Of course he hasn’t. Were you paying 
attention to that rambling about Plato? But 
near-perfect, sure. 

“I have eight different pizza places that 
I’ve ranked as a 4.8 out of five, so within 
one of those five dimensions they’re miss¬ 
ing one point,” Gantz said. “And usually it’s 
on price. If they’re doing well in all of the 
other categories, they’re probably a little 
bit higher price tag.” 

(Despite his views on reasonably priced 
pies, Gantz estimates he’ll have spent $8,500 
on pizza in 2018.) 

Like many food stories, Gantz’s is par¬ 
tially about human connections. Since he 
started, he’s found that not only do people 
ask him out for drinks, they want to help 
him score his next pizza. (And, if it’s a 
whole pie, he likes to foist the leftovers 
on them.) Strangers occasionally reach 
out for recommendations, too. 

“I have people on Instagram messaging 
me and saying, ‘Hey, I’m gonna be in New 
York, what are your top five places?”’ 

OK, so this guy ate pizza for a year. You 
like pizza too. Lots of people do. Maybe 
this challenge doesn’t sound that... chal¬ 
lenging? Gantz reports he never got sick 
of pizza as a concept, only tired of tawdry 
pies. The challenge came not from the slices 
themselves, but from life getting in the way 
of the daily hunt for the next one. 

One particular work function nearly 
derailed his endurance test. The chal¬ 
lenge stipulated that Gantz had to eat 
his slice during the calendar day—before 
midnight—and the 5 p.m. event ran deep 
into the evening. He couldn’t escape. He’d 
set two alarms: 10:30 and 11:30. The first 
went off, then the second. 

Luckily, the event took place in his hotel, 
and a desperate Gantz excused himself 
to use the restroom, stopping at the front 
desk first. 

“I just told the lady, ‘Hey, my room is 
1508,’ or whatever it was. ‘This is going 
to be a really weird request, but I need 
you to deliver a pizza to my room. Just 
room service a pizza there, and I need it 
as soon as possible.’” 

He returned to the event, then excused 
himself again at 11:50. He went back to his 
room. The pizza followed three minutes 
later. 

“I got my slice at 11:55 p.m.,” Gantz says. 
“And I ate it at 11:57.” B3

Derek Hughes is known for mixing 
comedy and magic, with his act usually 
relying more on the latter. When he 
performs for corporate clients, it’s 
almost entirely magic. ‘'Comedy these 
days is a tricky business, so to speak, 
with our sensitive culture,” he says. 
He’s dropped some jokes that are “not 
offensive,” he notes, “but the audience 
doesn’t know if it’s okay to release and 
laugh.” For example, he used to do a 
bit after a woman from the audience 
would help him with an illusion. “As 
she was going back to her seat I’d 
say, ‘Hey that was great, maybe you 
should quit your job and become a 
magician. You could a female magician, 
a master magina.’” Hughes even had 
T-shirts designed by a Minneapolis 
artist, because the joke killed.

Ireland from New York City by his 
parents when he was 14. The Emerald 
Island has been home ever since. 
Sounding more like fellow comic 
Pete Correale than, say, actor Liam 
Neeson, Bishop describes himself as 
an Irish guy with a New York accent.

Actor Dennis Hopper, who died 
in 2010, was an incorrigible 
nonconformist who crafted electrifying 
performances in a wide range of films, 
stealing the screen in low-budget 
indies and studio blockbusters alike. 
While his career trajectory veered 
from acclaimed heights to precipitous 
depths. Hopper insisted on following 
his muse, turning in haunting 
portrayals of outcasts enduring on 
the margins of American society. The 
latest retrospective at Trylon Cinema, 
Dennis Hopper: American Nightmare, 
offers a thrilling compendium of fringe 
figures living against the odds. Starting 
with Hopper’s directorial debut. The 
Last Movie (1971), the series leaps into 
artistic abandon, as the film subverts 
narrative expectations to follow a 
former Holl 5 rwood horse wrangler in 
search of a utopian paradise in Peru.

Holmes & Watson is on another level of awful

f you weren’t already sick of Sherlock 
Holmes adaptations, the latest Will 
Ferrell and John C. Reilly outing 
will do the trick. An alleged comedy, 
Holmes St Watson is light on laughs 
and heavy on nothing special, an hour and 
a half of bland one-liners, half-assed slap¬ 
stick, and a handful of masturbation jokes 
a sixth-grade boy would find lowbrow. 

Fans of Talladega Nights and Step Broth¬ 
ers, prepare to be disappointed. 

Holmes St Watson takes the Sherlock 
m 5 rthos at its most, well, elementary. Con¬ 
sulting detective Sherlock Holmes (Ferrell) 
and his loyal companion. Dr. John Watson 
(Reilly), find themselves playing a game 
of wits with the Napoleon of Crime, Pro¬ 


fessor James Moriarty (Ralph Fiennes). 
But there’s a twist: Holmes and Watson 
are dumbasses. 

Turning the Great Detective trope on its 
head could have offered home-run hilarity, 
hut Holmes St Watson can’t decide what 
it wants to be. Reilly plays his version of 
Watson as a straight-up dope, which works 
pretty well given the state of medicine in 
Victorian England. But Ferrell’s Sherlock 
alternates between superhuman cleverness 
and bumbling idiocy with a randomness 
that undermines the movie. 

Plot and characterization were obvi¬ 
ously going to be secondary here, and 
all can be forgiven if a movie is funny 
enough. But Holmes St Watson just isn’t 
funny. With comedic heav 5 rweights like 


Ferrell and Reilly, along with writer- 
director Etan Cohen (King of the Hill, 
Tropic Thunder), you’d think this movie 
would be a surefire laugh riot. And yet 
against all odds. Holmes St Watson is not 
only bad, but one of the worst and unfun- 
niest movies of 2018. 

The movie would have been a thousand 
times better had Cohen and company just 
leaned into a stupid version of Sherlock, 
rather than tweak the character to be some¬ 
what of a goof who’s a genius under it all. 

Imagine a Sherlock Holmes who is 
completely inept but stumbles around 
like Mr. Magoo into success after unex¬ 
pected success. This would have allowed 
Ferrell to take his goofballery to its max, 
rather than conform the humor to fit a

weak narrative. And it would have also 
allowed Fiennes and Rob Brydon (who 
plays Inspector Lestrade) better parts, 
acting out their frustrations with the fool 
who continues to make them look bad. 
Instead, both men are relegated to bit 
players, and Fiennes’ skill in particular 
is wasted. 

Nobody goes into this kind of movie 
expecting Shakespeare, but Holmes St 
Watson is on another level of awful. Fer¬ 
rell’s humor certainly isn’t for everybody, 
but even his most diehard fans will have 
trouble sitting through this one. 03

DIRTBALL BLUES 

It’s the end of the world as Willie Murphy knows it, 
and, well, he’s felt better

W illie Murphy is sick and 
he’s depressed. The 
75-year-old Minneapo¬ 
lis blues-rock legend 
has been laid up with a 
kidney problem, severe stomach flu, and 
a serious blood infection that landed him 
in a nursing home for much of last year, 
leaving unable to sing until just recently. 
He’s been doingyoga and tai chi to fight off 
the depression that descended after finish¬ 
ing his new album, DirtbaU: Every Man for 
Himself and God Against Us All He’s sung 
the blues and he’s endured depression, and 
he knows the difference between the two. 

‘‘My experience of clinical depression 
is that it’s a serious mental illness, and the 
blues, to me, is a source of joy, actually,” 
says Murphy, sitting in the living room of 
his Phillips neighborhood home with his 


dog Clyde at his feet and his guitar at his 
elbow. On the coffee table in front of him 
sits an ashtray of overflowing cigarette and 
cigar butts, a copy of the latest Southside 
Pride newspaper, and a library copy of David 
Graeber‘s Bullshit Jobs. 

“I didn’t play for months, and I couldn’t 
sing,” he says. “Singinghas been my number- 
one favorite thingto do, especially since I got 
old enough to not be a sex maniac anymore. 
So not being able to sing was really big. But 
it’s interestingthatyou should compare the 
two, because my father, who I didn’t know 
well because he left when I was five, but 
later in his life he came and got reacquainted 
with us, and I learned a little about him. 

“In the ’60s, when he was in his 50s, he 
was living in Dallas and engaged to a girl a 
third of his age and working three jobs. He 
went to the hospital one day and he said he 


felt like the whole world was on his chest. 
The doctor said, ‘You’re the worst case of 
manic depression I’ve ever encountered, 
and I’m going to give you this new drug.’ 
And it was lithium, and he took it for the 
rest of his life. He said it was a miracle. 

“He said, ‘I always thought that when I 
felt like that, that’s what people were talk¬ 
ing about when they said they have the 
blues.’ But it was a much more severe kind 
of blues than the songs are about, I think. 
I don’t think the blues as I know it, and 
I know it pretty well, has as much to do 
with depression. Singing the blues is often 
jo 5 dul, actually. When you’re depressed, 
you don’t want to do an 5 Thing. Nothing 
interests you. I’m trying to fight it without 
drugs and stuff, by keeping on doing stuff” 

Produced and engineered by Murphy, 
mixed and mastered by Rob Genadek, 
and given funky ballast by Murphy’s band 
the Angel-Headed Hipsters, DirtbaU is a 
blues-soul-rock referendum on climate 
change, fascism, classism, capitalism, and 
America the brutal, all sung with uplift¬ 
ing anger, cranky optimism, and crazy 
hope. The sound of a desperate man in a 
desperate world, DirtbaU is a pointed and 
passionate reaction to the times we’re all 
slouching through.

“What I like about it is it’s me, and it’s 
honest about the way I feel about the world,” 
he says. “I still believe in love. I’m still a 
hippie, I suppose. Although it’s hard when 
you’re depressed, but that’s the kind of thing 
you have to keep remembering. You might 
think you believe something, but you don’t 
act on it. For instance, if I see somebody 
with a cardboard sign on the side of the 
road, I always give them money. The thing 
is, I believe in compassion, so I gotta act 
on it—at least in that minimal way. And 
other ways, too.” 

One way, for Murphy, is to make music- 
after a career that has found him as a char¬ 
ter member of the Minnesota Music Hall 
of Fame, co-creator of the 1969 folk/blues 
classic (with “Spider” John Koerner) Run¬ 
ning, Jumping, Standing Still, and leader 
of Minnesota big-band stalwarts Willie 
and the Bees. His latest album may be his 
greatest, with songs about “the rat race 
we’re all stuck in, and the necessity of 
dealing with all the bullshit we have to 
deal with,” and to-the-point tunes such as 
“Faith, Hope and Solidarity,” which reports 
on his neighborhood, where “people are 
strugglin’” and “begging on the street” 
while children go hungry. 

“I live in the poorest neighborhood in 
five states, or that’s what they used to say. 
Phillips,” said Murphy, whose house sits a 
few blocks away from where the Hiawatha 
Avenue tent community sprouted up in the 
spring. “The encampment brings a lot of 
stuff right in your face, man. A lot of people 
are scared about it. We find needles in my 
yard, and people come and sit and huff on 
my porch. This is what we used to call ‘the 
other world,’ or ‘the third world,’ but it’s 
been here for quite a while. 

“I’ve always kind of been a political lefty, 
or in some people’s views a radical. I don’t 
use a cell phone, I don’t watch television. 
Those are sort of radical ideas, you know? 
You’re forced to drive a car, you’re forced 
to have a computer, but I don’t do social 
media or anything.” 

At a time when too much media and 
music has the mute button on, it’s refresh¬ 
ing to hear a songwriter talk angrily and 
passionately about the state of the world. 
And as “preachy” (Murphy’s word) as he 
may sound about it all, DirtbaU is a beautiful 
record of hope and love amid the madness. 

“Some days the hope part is just wish¬ 
ful thinking,” says Murphy, coughing and 
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PanXiu-ELLj

laughing. “I mean, I think it’s all over for 
the whole world, for our world. I really 
do. I think it’s the end of the world. That’s 
on my most pessimistic days, which prob¬ 
ably outnumber the other days, but we’ve 
got to keep trying to live.

I ’m a 19-year-old bisexual woman really 
into orgasm denial and edging. With 
the recent Tumblr ban on all NSFW 
content, I have no idea where to indulge 
my kinks and find my community. 
I’ve never needed to go anywhere else to 
find porn, explore my sexuality, and be sur¬ 
rounded by supportive people—and now 
I’m at a loss. A few Google searches have 
been really disheartening. Clearly I’ve been 
spoiled by all the easily found porn made by 
women, for women on Tumblr. Hell, I’m used 
to it being made by bisexuals, for bisexuals. 

I feel like I’m 15 again, desperately scouring 
the internet for anything that applies to me. 
Please tell me where I can find my porn! 

MISSING MY PORN COMMUNITY 

P.S. You wrote about how this ban harms 
sex workers, Dan, but please write about 
how it harms queer and kinky people, too! 

"Many people are scrambling to relo¬ 
cate their fetish communities in the wake 
of Tumblr’s ban on ‘adult content/” said 
Alexander Cheves, a queer writer in NYC. 
‘Tom is more than hot videos—porn creates 
communities. I wouldn’t know half the 
gross stuff I’m into if it weren’t for Tumblr!” 

Luckily, MMPC, the men and women 
who created and/or curated the content 
that spoke to you and affirmed your identity 
didn’t evaporate on December 17, the day 
Tumblr’s porn ban went into effect. Many 
have taken their clips, captions, GIFs, and 
erotic imaginations to other platforms, and 
some are creating new platforms. 

“MMPC should devote some time to 
scouring Twitter for bisexual women into 
orgasm denial and edging, some of whom 
maybe uploading their original content to 
platforms like Just For Fans,” said Cheves. 
“The creators of JFF are right now working 
on a more Tumblr-like social-media exten¬ 
sion to their site. Other start-ups like Slixa 
or ShareSomeCome and social platforms 
like Switter have emerged in the wake of 
this crackdown. These are corners of the 
internet where MMPC can find her pom.” 

Cheves wrote a terrific piece for Out 
that connects the dots between Tumblr’s 
ban on porn and the anti-sex, anti-porn, 
anti-sex-work, and anti-queer crackdown 
that was already under way on other plat¬ 
forms (“The Dangerous Trend of LGBTQ

Censorship on the Internet,” December 
6,2018). As Eric Leue, executive director 
of the Free Speech Coalition, told Cheves: 
“Many people in straight, heteronormative 
communities don’t understand: For those 
in queer, or niche, or fetish communities, 
Tumblr was one of the few accessible spaces 
to build communities and share content.” 

And as long as sex-education programs 
don’t cover queer sex or kinky sex, LGBTQ 
youth and young people with kinks will 
continue to get their sexual education on 
the internet. And the harder it is to access 
explicit content, the harder it’s going to 
be for young queers to find not just smut 
that speaks to them, but the education 
they need to protect themselves. 

“More youth will get hurt and more will 
get HIV thanks to Tumblr’s content ban,” 
said Cheves. “That’s not scaremongering— 
that will happen. Case in point: I grewup in 
a fiercely religious home on a500-acre farm 
in the middle of Georgia with dial-up and 
a pretty intense parental blocker. I couldn’t 
access pom—I couldn’t even access articles 
with sexual illustrations, including sexual 
health illustrations. When I went to college 
in 2010, the same year Grindr hit the App 
Store, I knew absolutely nothing about HIV 
and nothing about my community. It’s no 
wonder that I tested positive at 21.” 

Shortly after getting the news that he 
was HIV+, Cheves started an educational 
queer sex blog, thebeastlyexb 05 driend.com. 
“I wanted to reach those kids in the middle 
of nowhere,” said Cheves, “kids like me.” 

“If MMPC wants to help her community 
survive, she may no longer have the option 
of being a passive consumer—she might 
have to start a website or blog, wave a 
digital flag, and find others,” said Cheves. 
“Censorship will never be able to keep 
people with niche fetishes from congregat¬ 
ing, digitally or otherwise. It’s just going 
to be a little harder to find each other.”
